A WAY TO END DISPUTE OVER THE ANTI-FREE-SPEECH ORDINANCE 


T 


HERE is a way by which a test may be made of the law which the city council has enacted pro- 
hibiting public meeting except in a designated spot, and without any dscrimination in favor of re- 
ligious assemblages. 


The amended charter of R'eno, approved March 13, 1905, provided for the initiative and refer- 


endum in municipal legislation. 
Citizens may. upon petition, force the city council to submit a pro- 


posed ordinance to a vote at a special election within 40 days after the petition shall have been pre- 
sented. This provision was included in the amended charter to cover just such contingencies as now 
exist, when a council, defiant in its power, is opposing public sentiment. 
A petition to the city council 


for the repeal or proper amendment of the ant-free-spcech ordinance, when properly signed, would 
force that body to submit the question of the wisdom of this legislation to a popular vote, as provided 
for in Section 12 of Article XII of the amfcnded charter, which reads as follows: 


Whenever there shall be /presented to Ihc Council a petition signed b\< a number of qualified cit\ 


electors equal to tliirty percent of the votes cast at the next preceding general city election, pravin'% 
thai- a proposed ordinance or ordinances, to be set out ui full in such petition, be 'submitted to a 'vote 
of the electors of the city, at a speetial election to be called for that purpose, such special election must 
be called within forty days after such petition shall hare been received b\< the Council, t,nd such pro- 
posed ordinance or ordinances must be submitted to the vote of the city electors thereat, unless the Coun- 
cil shall, within thirty days after having received said petition, duly' adopt such ordinance or ordi- 
nances. 


Under this provision of the law, the opportunity and the way for the Christian element of the city 


to overcome the defiance of the city council is clear.

Company, and J. T. Taylor were arrested in Comm'ercial Row last even- 
ing for daring to worship God in a public place.. The prisoners were 
hustled to the patrol wagon and rushed to the police station, where Dr. 
Bnrwcll and Messrs. Williams and Taylor declined to accept bail. 


They were first cast into the "tanks" by the police, being made to 


share accommodations with the drunks, bums, chain-gang crowd, and 
ordinary riff-raff caught by the police during the clay. Later they were 
transferee! to a small, bedless cell where, sleeping on the floor, the pastor 
and two members of his congregation spent the night. 


The meeting which Dr. l.urwell undertook to conduct in Commer- 


cial Row followed the regular mid-week prayer-meeting at the Metho- 
dist church. 
At ihc conclusion of this prayer service, at which Dr. 


Burwell had announced his purpose and the sincerity of his intentions, 
the congregation followed him to the front of the Oberon saloon. A 
crowd numbering thousands had assemjbled to watch the incident. 
At 


first tihe crowd, gathered from the Comirercial Row resorts, jeered the 
Christians, but their sympathy turned when the police swooped down 
upon the worshippers, and it was the officers who were hooted, and a 
jeering mob followed the officers as they hurried Dr. Burwell and the . 
others .to the police station. 


The arrested minister and his associates will be given a hearing be- 


fore Police Judge Bell this morning. 


Two members of the City Council which enacted the anti-free-speech 


ordinance last evening declared themselves on the subject. 


"The people wanted a test of the law, and now they will have it,'' 


said Councilman Fitzgerald. 


"If the minister couldn't obey die law, he got what was coming- to 


him,'' declared Councilman Quinn.

from our fathers of the right to worship God according to the dictates 
.of pur, individual consciences. No legislative act can impinge that right, 
which is more firmly buttressed than i= any written statute that was 
ever placed upon the books. It is this inalienable right of Americans 
which is at issue in Reno today. And because it is at issue, because a 
sacred principle is at stake, the c\ty is, aroused from center to circum- 
ference over the de:r|Diistratiions of the last few evenings, ancl especially 
over that of last night, when Rev. Dr. Leslie M. Lurwell, pastor of the 
Methodist church, ancl-two members of-his congregation, were cast into 
thc_"tanks'Vm:.the city, prison, along ,whih the cl'ruiiken ancl sodden, riff - 


- raff o£_the,^l^gy^}Glice.,.Ylrag-net." In the light o£ tliis" right, as sacred 
among'-ArE-e'ricans'.'as is'-'life itself, tlie offense of whiSi Dr. Burwdir ajid 
his fellows were guilty last night was riot violation of a city ordinance. 
The thing cf which they were,guilty war. exercise of their right to free 
worship. 
A City Council, legislating with small intelligence, has de- 


creed that here in Reno men may not worship God according as thev 
will, but that worship must be restricted to such areas as these self- 
constituted over-lords of the people may prescribe/ , 


The suggestion of such a thing as this is heinous. Carried out to 


the letter, the ^anti-free-spccch ordinance would prevent the holding of 
an old-fashioned camp-meeting any place except in the Plaza. It would 
prevent a band of earnest and~devoi.it missionaries from going into the 
tenderloin to try to rescue the benighted men and women that inhabit 
that section of the city. Tt would prevent worship of God in'any public 
place in Reno except in the Plaza. 


Reno will not, we believe, tolerate any such assumption of authority 


as that by this or any other City Council. 


Just go over, briefly, the session of worship which the police last 


ever ing interrupted, and ended by casting a paster and numbers of hi.: 
"con.'jfregation into the "tanks." 


The Methodists held their weekly prayer-meeting. Dr. Burwell pre- 


sented to his assembled parishioners the proposition of free worship. 
Denying the charge that he was seeking notoriety, hurled at him in base 
manner by those who are as dense in the recognition of first principles 
as arc the members of the City Council, Dr. Burwell expressed his in- 
tention of demonstrating the right of free worship in Reno. In so doing 
he recognized a giver of law higher than the Reno City Council. Ancl 
his congregation, devoutly committing'themselves to the undertaking, 
followed him through the streets to Cc;r(mcrcial Row. 
That band of 


worshippers created no disturbance, did not incite to riot, nor did it 
offend tlie sensibilities,of anybody. As a hymtn of worship was being 
sung, the police swooped clown, herded the worshippers into the patrol 
wagon, and hurried them off to the police-station. 
Such indignity as 


that will not soon be forgot; it will long be cherished against the present 
police administration. 


And good reason there will be for cherishing it!, for not only was an 


inalienable right destroyed by the police, but an insult was offered to 
every Christian man and woman in Reno. 


A pretty spectacle that occurrence, when we remember a few other 


things! 


Where is the police interference with the lawlessness daily and 


hourly practiced about! the spot where Dr. Burwell was arrested last 
night? \Yhcrc is the police interference with the dens and brothels of 
the tenderloin, not one of which has a right, under an ordinance passed 
by the City Council, to so much as to'exist within the city-limits? Where 
is police interference with the gangs of hoodlums and drunken brawlers 
that nightly wake the echoes of the downtown streets with their roister- J 
ing? Where is police interference with the groups of painted and be- 
decked women from the tenderloin who.'nightlv, with male companions, 
drive at break-neck speed, .in anomobilc and' carriage, through the 
streets, ancl with ribald jests and libidinous songs off-end the ears of 
all decent people who happen to be about? 


Against all such offenders as these the police raise no hand of inter- 


ference. Crime stalks in the tenderloin, ancl a complaisant Police Judge 


demonstrations, stieet meetings, street parades, and all like events that 
are framed to attract crowds, are made matters of police supervision 
Before such gathering or- demonstrations can be conducted, it is made 
incumbent upon the promoters of them to obtain police permits, issued 
by the chief of pohce, or a board of police commissioners. 
These per- 


mits are revokable whenever it appears that the proceedings conducted 
under them are a public nuisance. 


Had the restrictive ordinance which is at issue now been framed' 


along these lines, there would have been no protest against it, no viola- 
tion of it, no such scenes as have been witnessed these'last few evenings. 
Under such an ordinance, the chief of police could permit the Salvation 
Army and Volunteers of America to conduct their street meetings in 
the usual manner, for against these no objection arc made. 
And for 


the regulation of other demonstrations, the head of the police depart- 
ment could prescribe the place at which, and conditions under which 
they might be held. 


This is intelligent legislation which placer responsibility for the 


preservation of order and-- the prevention of public nuisances' upon the 
head of the police department. It is unintelligent legislation which fails 
to discriminate between public nuisances and public worship.. The one
